A St. Petersburg woman recently needed to consult a phy- 
sician who takes patients in the order.they reach his office 
making no special appointments. She waited in the outer 
office from 12:30 p. m. to 4:30 and then was admitted to 
the consultation room. 

The number of doctors and dentists is too small to handle 
the situation\even though the health of the péople here is 
better than in the average city. This city needs more doc- 
tors and dentists, and the army and the navy should release 
men who arë not essential.—St. Petersburg Independent.

So long as competitive 
colleges make more attractive of- 
fers just so long must Florida ex- 
pect to have an inferior - team. 
Florida has bred some top notch

Otherwise grow- 
ers and marketing agencies face 
serious trouble in the years ahead. 

He warned that the government 
cannot continue to. buy fruit for 
which it has no use and said citrus 
pgrowers would have to look to 
consumers markets in populated 
centers and intelligently develpp 
such markets.

Batchelor Sees His Insurance Business 
Grow From One-Man Deal To Where 
16 Are eNow Working In Pahokee Office 


‘Employees of the Industrial Life 
and Health Insurance Company in 
the Pahokee office number. 16, it 
was’ pointed out ttis week hy C. 
A. Batchelor, district manager of 
the concern who has seen the or- 
ganization grow from the time it 
employed one agent (Mr. Batche- 
lcr) in the Lake Okeechobee 
Region. It was way back in 1929 
when Mr. Batchelor sold the first 
insurance for Industrial Life and 
Lc has been with the concern ever 
since with the exception of four 
years.
